sented very much in the form of British 

Blue-booke. Fifty-one , telegraphic des- 
‘patches inall are given, and all are either 
- addressed by Baron Komuza at Tokyo, to’ 

Mr. Kunino, Japanese Minister at S- 

Petersburg, or vice-versa. They coutain, 
“however, the text-of oll the Japanese pro- 
posals and the Russian counter-proposals, 
From u perusal of them the series of delays 
which ultimately caused. Japan to “eserve 
the right to take independent action” can be 
clearly traced. It, was on the 28th July 
last that Baron Komuna’s long telegram , 
which forms the first item in the Corres- 
pondence', was sent from Tokyo, setting. 
forth Japan's grave concern at the develop- 
ment of affairs in Manchuria and at Bussias’ 
increased activity aloag the Corean frontier, 
Mr. Kunio was instructed to hand Count 
Lamsnorrs a Note Verbale, in which was 
expressed the Japanese Government’s wish 
to enter. with the Russian Government upon 
examination of the condition of affairs, with 
a Tiew to a definition of the respective 
apecial interest of Japan and Russia in the 
Extreme East, Mr. Kursvo was further

In spite of Mr. Kurino's objection, Count 
Lamaporrr insisted upon his proposition, 
and so Mr. “Kunrrxo telegraphed to Tokyo 
that he thought it hardly possible to change 
the course proposed by, Russin, Baron 
Kontura replied, by telegram, that Japan 
still thought that negotiation would be 

cilitated if continued in §. Petersburg, 
sinco principles, not details, were concerned. 
On the 3lat August, Count Lamsporrr, 
baying had this communicated. to him, 
replied that “principles must be decided 
upon . examination of local and practical 
questions” and continued to press for the 
transference to Tokyo. He said that he 
would be long absent from S. Petersburg 
during the autumn, in attendance upon the 
Tsar.

AODOWNS DEBTROVED-—HEAVY EXP]OSIONB. 


Yesterday afternoon shortly after thros o’elock 
Hongkong waa startled by a» big oxglosion; it

It has boon an open secret for tho past year or 
80 that,oven bofore the Transvaal Logislature 
approved of the introduction of Chinese Iabour 
for the working of tha mines of the Witwator- 
Bund Syndicnte, arrangements had Deon mado in 
Hongkong fot the establishiiont of ugoncics 
and shipping .contracts for carrying ‘Chinese 
enolioa down to South Africa: Meksrs. Butter. 
field & Swire;-wo understand, are the main 
agents appointed to carry ont the work. 
Through thom arrangements have been made for 
seuding down ns many Iabourers as muy be 
required ; 50,000 was the figura stated. by the 
reprosentative of the Rand Mines who when in 
Hongkong recently was interviewed hy aroporter 
from the Daily Press. Curiously enough, now 
that the importation of Chineso has beon govern- 
mentally authorited,alull has ensued, apparently 
in the carrying“out of the work. No coolies 
have been sent away: ‘Ehers is no appearance 
of the project starting.
